Report from Calcutta — Transactions of Service— Cholera, plague, and 
smallpox — Plague in India and Bengal. 

Acting Assistant Suigeon Allan reports, May 27: 
Week ended May 22. Bill of health issued to the steamship 
Boveric, bound for Boston and New Y oik, with a total crew of 36 and 4 
passengers. Ihe usual precautions were taken, hold fumigated, rat 
guaids placed on whaif lines, and Asiatics' effects disinfected. 

Week ended May 15. At Calcutta, 61 deaths fiom cholera, 160 
from plague, and 58 from smallpox; in Bengal, 305 cases of plague, 
with 263 deaths; in India general, 5,239 cases of plague, with 4,578 
deaths. 

Report from Madras— South India declared practically free from plague. 

Consul Stewart reports, May 20 : 

Madras Presidency and the entire region of south India, comprising 
an area of about 265,000 square miles and a population of about 
60,000,000 inhabitants, are now practically free from plague.
